A 
ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking 
a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom 
to 
vote for. 


(hi If a voter does not wish, to vote for the candidates nominated 


he shall insert the name in writing, of the candidate for whom he de- 
sires to vote. 


(c) The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the 


ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must Is- 
sue another in its place, but not more than three in all shall be issued 
to any one voter. Five minutes time Is allowed in the booth to mark 
ballots.

marking his ballot can be taken in th? booth, and may be -used to copy 
from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it 
has been marken by the voter. 


(dl After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside can- 


not be seen, but so that tbe printed indorsement and signature of the 
ballot clerks on -the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass 


out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector 
in 


charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the bos, 
and pass out of the voting place.
